The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art taught or suggested a liquid crystal display comprising: a plurality of driving 
circuits being juxtaposed along one of the edges of the liquid crystal panel, the plurality 
of driving circuits being arranged adjacent to one another and divided into a plurality of 
driving circuit groups having plural driving circuits along the one edge of the liquid 
crystal panel; a printed circuit board having a control circuit mounted thereon which 
controls the plurality of driving circuits; a plurality of flexible wiring boards being 
juxtaposed along a direction in which the plurality of driving circuits are juxtaposed, a 
respective one of the plurality of flexible wiring boards being provided for a respective 
one of the plurality of driving circuit groups, each of the plurality of flexible wiring boards 
having a connecting portion to be connected to the printed circuit board and protruded 
portions provided in correspondence with respective driving circuits of a driving circuit 
group, the protruded portions being spaced from one another and protruding toward the 
one of the edges of the liquid crystal panel and having ends mounted on one of the pair 
of substrates at the one of the edges of the liquid crystal panel, wherein each of the 
plurality of flexible wiring boards receives a control signal from the control circuit through 
the connecting portion thereof and inputs the control signal sequentially to respective 
input sides of the respective driving circuits of the respective one of the driving circuit 
group corresponding thereto, and each of the protruded portions thereof having at least 
one signal path thereof inputting the control signal to the input side of the driving circuits 
of the respective one of the driving circuit group. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
